Princes Are the Most Unique 
Pair in Missouri. 


QUEER RECORD OF LITIGATION 


WIFE ONCE HIRED HUSBAND AS 
GROCERY CLERK. 


In Eight Years There Have Been Suits 
for Receivers, for Wages, for In- 
junctions, All Spiced With Ap- 
peals to Divorce Courts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 25.—Kansas 
City numbers in its population the most 
unique couple in Missouri. It is a cold part 
of the year when they do not furnish news 
for the papers and gossip for the neigh- 
bors. They are Charles E. Prince and his 


wife, Bettie. 

The present chapter in the affairs of the 
Prines is a suit by the husband against his 
wife to get possession of one of two grocery 
stores which they jointly operate in the 
city. 

At least a half-dozen times Mr. and 
Mrs. Prince have sued each other for di- 
vorce and have either dismissed the suits 
or remarried. Once in an interim between 
divorces, Mrs. Prince hired ‘her husband as 
a clerk in the grocery store. Once he laid 
claim to the store and she put him out by 
order of the court. In the past eight years 
in which they have been in the grocery 
and divorce business, they have brought 
more suits against each other than if they 
had been rival grocers. They thave asked 
for receivers, sued for wages, procured re- 
straining orders and tried every other rem- 
edy known to law. 

On one occasion when he came back, say- 
ing, “I will be good now,” she gave him a 
job as clerk, and after awhile she made the 
discovery that he had $353 deposited in a 
bank under the name of ‘‘Will B. Goodnow.”’ 
She recovered this money. 


Eight Years 

of Litigation. - 

It was eight years ago that Mr. and Mrs. 
Prince started a grocery store at 1021 East 
Fifth street. It was Mrs. Prince’s money 


that bought the stock and paid the rent. 
In March, 1896, Mrs. Prince brought sult 
for divorcee, alleging that Prince drank 
constantly and paid too much attention to 
other women. He filed a cross bill and a 
spirited contest was promised, when they 
kissed and made up. He agreed to with- 
traw his cross bill and she to dismiss her 
suit. -He did withdraw his cross bill, he 
says in the petition which he filed in court 
a few days ago, but she went ahead quiet- 
ly and got the divorce. All this time they 
were living together, and he supposed she 
had dismissed the suit. That same year 
they were remarried. 

Meanwhile he had a receiver appointed 
for the store at 1021 East Fifth street, 
claiming that it was his. But Judge Menry 
decided the store belonged to Mrs. Prince 
and discharged the receiver. And so the 
Princes went on ag reg J and giving in 
marriage and suing and being sued until 
February, 1901, when Mrs. Prince started 
anotber grocery at 803 East Tweifth street. 
She went to the new store and left him in 
charge of the old one. Of course, the 
stories told by him and her are very dif- 
ferent. He claims that both stores are 
his and says that March 31 of this year 
she envered his store at 1021 East Fifth 
street at night, by breaking a window, 
and took more than $100 out of his safe. 
He asks to have her restrained from tamp- 
ering with his store. 


Bettie Gave Her 

Husband a Job. 
Mrs. Prince's answer to all this will be 
filed in the Circuit Court today by her 


lawyer, J. H. Bremermann. It discloses an 
entirely different story. Right after Judge 
Henry decided the store was hers, Prince 
found himself out of a job. According to 
it, he came to her with a man named John 
Bush and persuaded her to employ Bush 
and himself to look after the store, telling 
her that he would look after the store and 
Bush would look after him, and keep him 
sober. He said to her: ‘I will be good now.”’ 
She believed him and hired her husband as 
a clerk. In a little while she discovers that 
by a system of holding out 25 and 5@ cents 
at a time, he had accumulated $353 in the 
First National Bank. One day he came 
home and a bankbook fell out of his pocket, 
bearing the name: 


She read the name over several times, It 
had a familiar sound about it. Suddenly she 
recalled his promise: ‘‘I will be good now— 
will be good now—Will B. Goodnow.”’ 

She brought suit to recover this money, 
and Justice of the Peace Millard decided 
that Prince and Goodnow were one and the 
same and she recovered $232 of the money 
back from the ,bank, 

Mr. Prince took a day off from the store 
and got another divorce. 

July 20, 1897, Prince went to the work- 
house for being drunk and disorderly, and, 
Sept. 29 1897, four days after he got out, 
he and his wifé were remarried.

She fur- 
nished him enough money to start a store 
on East Eighteenth street, but in three 
months he had “‘wasted and drank up the

THE PLAINT OF A RESIDENT 


COMES TO WASHINGTON AS REP- 
RESENTATIVE OF THE PEOPLE. 


So Hopeless Is the State of Affairs, He 
Says, That Fathers Sell Their 
Daughters to Keep Them 
From Dying of Hunger. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—When Dr. L.. 8S. 
Rowe of the Porto Rican code commission 
reached here several days ago he said in 
an interview that conditions on the island 
had been improved, despite statements 
made by ‘“‘A small element of the popula- 
tion in a spirit of pessimism.’’ To this as- 
sertion of Dr. Rowe, exception is taken by 
Wenceslao Borda, Jr., a member of the 
commission chosen by the Planters, Bank- 
ers and Merchants’ Association of Porto 
Rico to present to the United States gov- 
ernment the ideas of that organization re- 
garding the state of affairs on the island, 
particularly in connection with the effects 
of the Hollander revenue law. 

‘Our people are starving,’ said Mr. Borda 
in an interview, ‘and the island is in a 
worse condition under the rule of Gov. Al- 
len than it ever was before, even when 
Spain held sway. So hopeless is the state of 
affairs: that fathers sell their daughters to 
keep them from dying of hunger: These 
people who say the country is flourishing 
are the officeholders, representatives of that 
class of professional politicians into which 
Gov. Allen has fallen—the lowest class of 
all the island’s inhabitants. 

“This tax law, to which we obfect, was 
framed by Prof. Hollander, a theorist, with 
no practical knowledge of Porto Rico. It 
was passed by the insular legislators a few

‘RECOGNIZED BY THE BOY 


DRAMATIC INCIDENT IN THE 


TRIAL AT OMAHA. 


Young Cudahy Explains to the Court 
How He Knows the Prisoner Is 
the Man Who Stood Guard 
Over Him in the 
Old House. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 25.—In the trial of 
James Callahan for the kidnaping of Ed- 
ward Cudahy at the opening of court this 
morning, young Cudahy told about the 
light man's return to the prison house 
about 11 o’clock on the night of the deliv- 
ery of the money. He summoned the dark 
man to come dawn stairs where they re- 
mained about half an hour. At the end of 
that time the light man came up stairs 
and told the prisoner they were going to 
take him home. Edward told of the trip 


home, and of his being sat down by his 
captors on 36th street, about a block north 
of the pest house. He said that while they 
were driving in, the dark man whispered 
to the light man and asked: ‘Is this 
Sarpy Mills?’ and the latter replied 
oo, 


The boy identified what appeared a sec- 
tion from the leg of an old pair of knit 
drawers, and said this was the part of the 
blindfold that was left on him when he 
was turned loose and told to keep walk- 
ing ahead till he core to Leavenworth 
street. 

Edward testified that he went back to the 
house two or three days later and recog- 
nized it. He said he knew it by the outside 
steps and the broken places into which he 
had stepped when blindfolded. He described 
the building and told its location. 

he boy was asked about James Calla- 
han, and told of seeing the accused the 
Sunday afternoon following Callahan's ar- 
rest. He said Callahan and the chief were 
talking and that Callahan was rolling and 
smoking cigarettes. 

Then came the boy's identification of Cal- 
lahan, and it was positive and absolute.

REDEEMING UNUSED STAMPS. 


Instructions Concerning the Process 
Received by Collector Grenner. 
Collector of the Internal Revenue Henry 
C. Grenner received, Thursday morning 
from Commissioner of the Internal Reve- 
mue J, W. Yerkes a circular In reference tc 
the redemption of documentary or proprie- 
tary stamps issued under the provisions 

of the war revenue act. 

It says that unused documentary or pro- 
prietary stamps, for which the owners have 
no use may be redeemed, but that in al! 
cases the percentage allowed the purchaser 
will be deducted. Application should be 
made to the collector from whom purchased 
and claims for the redemption of adhesive 
stamps must be accompanied by his certifi- 
cate as to the date and amotint of the 
purchase. Stamps not in the same condition 
as When issued will not be redeemed unless 
the change in their condition is satisfactor- 
fly accounted for. 

All claims for the redemption of stamps 
imprinted on checks, etc., the circular says, 
pus be entered of record and forwarded 

° ee eneton. The imprinted instruments 
must also be forwarded to the internal rev- 
enue department at Washington, securely 

acked. The packages must be prepaid, 

the government will not bear any of 
the expense.

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MEANS DEVISED FOR PUNISH- 
MENT OF MEN WHO KILL

PARIS, April 25.—Breset, the assassin of 
King Humbert of Italy has gone mad. 

It is little wonder that the regicide has be- 
come a raving maniac, for the method of 
his punishment was intended to produce 
this effect. His sentence of Ife imprison- 
ment really meant “‘devth with rorture en 
the way to execution,” the most ferrtible 


punishment the Middle Ases invented. I[n 
olden times the victims were obliged to ride 
to death in a cart, naded and leaded witn 
chains, while the headsman cut, burned and 
otherwise tortured them accurding tu the 
the public is not invited to the show, but 
th» culprit’s fate is no jess cruel. 

Passanante, who stabbed King Humbert 
Nov. 17, 1878, was marched to a dungeon 
instead of to the gallows ‘The act of grace 
read: ‘“‘Ten years in the ‘rerreta,’ or black 
hole, the rest of his life in solitary confine- 
ment.”’ ‘ 

The black hole in Porto-Sergto Prison 
was a sepulicher seven feet below the level 
of tbe sea. Its breadth was three feet 
three inches and it was twice as’ long 
But an Italian who had lived all his life 
in the mines or in malarial dugout was 
not easily killed, mentally or’ physically. 
by close confinement. Passanante outlived 
the ten years of the “black ‘hole’ ‘and 
became ripe for the criminal insane asy- 
lum only in 1889. 

The authorities have, therefore, decided 
that the black hole ts a failure as a place 
of punishment, but as it could not be im- 
proved upon in respect to dampness, dark- 
ness and unhealthfulness, they concluded 
that to add to its horrors it was necessary 
to turn it up on end and shape it like a 
coffin. 

Consequently Bresci was doomed to spend 
the first ten years of his sentence ina cof- 
fin-sbaped cell under water. 


MARTIN GLYNN, 29 
IS A LOVER 


Martin H. Glynn, 29 years old, lawyer, 
former managing editor of the Albany, 
N. Y., Times-Union, member of the Fifty- 
fifth Congress, and vice-president of the 
Federal World's Fair Commission, is the 


strenuous member of the commission, . 

He is a friend and admirer of that other 
strenuous young New orker, Theodore 
Roosevelt, vice-president of the United 
States. 

Like Roosevelt, he is a busy man who 
does not believe that leisure means idle- 
ness. His career is evidence enough that 
he has put his belief into practice. 

Mr. Glynn has the build and the manner 
of the man of action. Hw is compact, not 
more than 5 feet, 5 inches tall and weighs 
about 140 pounds. He is nervous, but dig- 
nified. He speaks in short, snappy senten- 
ces and he does not waste words. 

His face is boyish. At the same time it 
is determined and dignified. It indicates 
that he is always thinking. A pair of

He is Irish. He has always been a hard 
student. He is a good talker. 


Glynn Was 
Born on a Farm, 
He was bor? in 1872 on a farm near Al- 
bany, N. Y. He attended the _ public 


schools and an academy. Then he entered 
St. John’s College at Fordham, N. Y. In 
1894 he graduat at the head of his class. 

While in college he received his first 
newspaper experience as editor of the col- 
lege paper. e ition was a competitive 
one. lynn tried for it and won. 

After graduation, the editor of the college 
magazine went to Albany and became a re- 
porter on the Albany Times-Union. He had 
no influential friends to assist him. He 
knew few persons in the New York cap- 
ital. But he “hustled’’ and soon possessed 
a wide acquaintance. 

In two years he arose from the ranks to 
the managing editorship. From then until 
1898 he controlled the policy of the Times- 
Union. 

While working as a reporter he studied 
law and in the spring of 1897 was admitted 
to the bar and became a member of the 
New York Bar Association. 

In 1887, having made his debut in politics, 
Mr. Glynn turned over the management of 
the paper to his younger brother and opened 
a law office. 

“T still do a little work for the Times- 
Union,”’ he tola the Post-Dispatch Thurs- 
day,’ but I am now a lawyer."

he prison in which Bresci is confined is 
established in the colossal ruins of Freder- 
ick II's castle on the end of the ancient 
mole. Five hundred years have passed since 
this stronghold was laid low, but its subter- 
ranean dungeons are as numerous, death 
dealing and well fortified today as in the 
times when the powerful enemy of Popes 
Innocent III, Honorius III and Gregory 1X 
built them to punish pirates and obstreper- 
ous barons. 

Among the several hundred cells there 
are very few not furnished with wooden 
| horses and iron rings to facilitate the in- 
' fliction of tortures. 
| In addition to the ordinary instruments 
(of torture with which most of the cells in 
'this prison are provided there is also a 
‘special torture chamber. It is fitted with 
a rack, on which the prisoner is placed, 
|}and over his body is passed a heavy roller, 
| with spikes, which cut into the flesh and 
crush the bones. In this chamber of hor 
rorg there is a limb-stretcher. This is a 
high scaffolding with ropes and pulleys, by 
means of which the arms are pulled vpward 
and the legs drawn downward till all the 
bones are <drawn from their sockets. 

Here, too, is kept an iron cage the shape 
of the body, in which the prisoner is put 
when he hecomes insane. There is a head- 
piece, with spikes to pierce the tongue if 
'the prisoner, in his desperation, makes an 


outcry. 

There are finger-pinchers to crush the 
joints of his hands. There is a chain for 
hanging him up by both arms and legs.

TRIBUTARIES ALL SWELLING 


The Limit May Be Reached Thursday 
Night, but the Water Is Eight 
Feet Over Danger Line. 


CINCINNATI, O., April °%.—The flood sit- 
uation in this part of the Ohio valley is 
much worse today. It was expected that 
it would reach its limit today here and up 
the valley and that it would not exceed 
58 feet at Cincinnati, or eight feet above 
the danger line. It passed the stage of 
58 feet here last midnight ard the condi- 
tions for almost 200 miles up the river 
are equally bad. The rise here yesterday 
afternoon was at the average rate on one- 
half an inch per hour, but during the night 
the average rate of rising increased, owing 
to rising tributaries below the Kanawha, 
especially the Big Sandy, which had pre- 
viously been falling. 

While the limit of the present flood may 
be reached today, it is feared that the new 
conditions may keep the river about sta- 
tionary until there might be a second flood. 
The worst conditions are reported at Hun- 
tington, Catlettsburg, Ironton and Poris- 
mouth, and the smaller places in that dis- 
trict have reached the point of great dis- 
tress.

NEW YORK, April 25.—John W. Gates, 
the Chicago speculator, has made $275,000 
in the New York stock market since Mon- 
day in one transaction. How much more 
he has made in his fight with James R. 
Keene is not known, but he is supposed to 
have picked up another $250,000 in the 
break of Tuesday, which was planned by 
him, it is said. 

On Saturday last Mr. Gates got a tip 
that Union Pacific was going to move 


on Wednesday. He telegraphed his broker 
to buy 26,000 shares on Monday at 94. 

The move in Union Pacific came as Mr. 
Gates expected. On enormous transactions 
the stock sold up to 107%. Gates’ broker 
sold out at an average of 10. Mr. Gates’ 
profits were $275,000. 

A great struggle is going on in the mar- 
ket for the control of Union Pacific. 

Wall street heard two stories as to the 
cause for the activity. One was.that the 
Chicago & Northwestern has made a prop- 
osition to lease the road and guarantee 
6 per cent dividends on the common stock. 
The idea, it is said, is to form a con- 
tinuous Vanderbilt line from New York to 
the coast by means of the New York Cen- 
tral, Lake Shore, Chicago & Northwestern 
and Union Pacific. 

The other story is that the Southern 
Pacific is endeavoring to get control of the 
road. Neither of these stories could be 
verified, though most credit was given to 
the Northwestern scheme.

“The negro colleges of the South do not 
need the aid of these northern people very 
much. Do you know that you can stand on 
the dome of the capitol of Georgia and see 
more negro colleges with endowments than 
you can white schools? We can attend to 
the education of the darky in the South 
without the aid of the —— Yankees, and 
give them the education they need most, 
Loo. 

“I do not believe in the higher education 
of the darky. He should be taught the 
trades, but when he is taught the fine arts 
he gets educated above his caste and it 
makes him unhappy.

In- the course of a sermon last Sunday, Rev. Dr. Babbitt of 
the Church of the Epiphany made some frank statements in 
a@hewer to the question; what is the matter with the churches? 

He declared that “when a parish is vacant candidates are 
pitted against each other as rivals, point by point, as to their 
hair, eyes, teeth, age, education; as to having or not having 
private means; as to social standing, probable acceptability 
to the pew renter with the longest purse or greatest social 
prestige, while all questions as to spiritual power or lofty 
character are regarded as almost irrelevant.” 

This is most extraordinary, but to cap the climax, thé rev- 
erend rhetorician winds up his indictment thus: “And along 
with this is the craze for divinity neophytes just fresh from 
their teens, and their new testaments to take the place of 
honorable, learned men, whose chief fault that they are 
‘40 and have a family.’ ”’ 

Think of it—-40 and a family. If men are superannuated 
at 40 and disqualified by the possession of a family, the fund 
for aged ministers will have to be increased.

A CRY OF ALARM 


The heavy American subscription to the new British loan 
has filled the English editors: with dismay. They foresee the 
‘irretrievable decline of England's monetary supremacy.” 

“It is an event of immense findWial and economic signifi- 
eance,” says the Liverpool Post. “It shows that the balance 
of indebtedness is being changed. The United States is 
coming Great Britain’s creditor and the change of relationship 
will necessarily have a very direct effect on trade.” 

Unquestionably: a Lombard street authority thinks that 
London will lose its right “to .ay unqualified claim to the 
financial supremacy of the world.” Probably it is already lost. 

But why does this surprise the British financiers? They 
have had just 125 years’ notice. 

The center of the world power is in the center of the world’s 
exchanges, That the center of exchanges would, sooner or 
later, move to the United States has been Known all along. 
The English financiers dwell! only upon the financial aspect 
of the change. Their politicians, if they have any statesmanship, 
cannot but see that the social and political changes involved 
are much graver than any loss of trade.
